Schwartz obtained two Araucana 
hens ahd a rooster last year from 
a sz0ological garden in Buenos 
Aires, and now has twenty-five 
birds. They thrive in Indiana, sub. 
sisting on ordinary poultry diet, 
and their eggs. similar to those of 
American varieties, boll well, with- 
out losing their color. They have 
the same flavor as other hens eggs. 
The Araucana is a native of 
Chile, but even there it ie not 
plentiful. Its origin is indistinct. 
The bird is heavy-bodied, with 
sleek «dark-brown plumage. 
Through inbreeding and cross- 
breeding, Schwartz hopes to de- 
velop chickens with more prolific 
laying powers and whose eggs have 
a higher fertility.

JAILER BLAMES ASSISTANT 


Croushorn Attributes Latest Escape to Breaking of 


Order Transmitled to Slugged Turnkey 


David FE. Croushorn, chief jatier at the County Jail, yesterday at- 
tributed the escape Of six prisoners to the disobeying of an order he 
had made by E. W. Daniels, a turnkey, who was siugged over the 


head and knocked unconscioua. 
“I had made an order some 
time ago to the effect that two 
men should always be present 
when this tank was opened,” 
Croushorn stated. “This order 
was disobeyed and it was unfortu- 
nate that Daniels was attacked and 
injured. 
ORDER TRANSMITTED 
“This order was made by me, 
and, I am informed, was trans- 
mitted properly to Daniels because 


of the nature of the charges on 
which the en in this particular 
tank were ing held. 

“Not long ago we set aside this 
tank for prisoners we considered 


dangerous because of previous 
jailbreaks. This was done 80 
these men could be properly 


watched and to prevent any chance 
of their escaping. 

“I would also Uke to point out 
that had certain barricades been 


installed in the corridors through 
which the men walked to get to 
the window from which they ¢es- 
caped, this unfortunate affair 
might have been prevented. These 
barriers, made of steel, are now 
being put in. 

“With the installation of the 
barriers, the prisoners will be ab- 
solutely unable to make thelr way 
to the outside corridors, unless 
they manage to cut the bars or 
obtain duplicate keys. 

BAR USED AS WEAPON 

“I am sorry thie thing hap- 
pened, and it tis unfortunate for 
us all. I am certain that had any 
other guard appeared on the scene 
after the prisoners got out of their 
tank, he too, would have been 
knocked out. 

“The weapon used to knock out 
Daniels was a brass bar, torn from 
a window. Many of these brass- 
window levers have been pulled 
of the windows and we are con- 
atantly searching the cells for them 
as they are dangerous weapons.”

Railroad officials who are seeking fran- 
chises for some five miles of elevated rail- 
ways in downtown Los Angeles as a sub- 
stitute for a union station do not like the 
suggestion of a loop subway. They call 
subways “gopher holes.” 

Yet subways are held by engineers in 
general to be the most satisfactory solu- 
tion of city traffic congestion problems so 
far devised. They are now the recognized 
avenues of relief in the most crowded pop- 
ulation centers of the modern world. Los 
Angeles is crowded and Los Angeles is 
modern. If Los Angeles decides to burrow 
its way out of its present traffic troubles 
after the manner of the humble gopher, 
rather than attempt to climb out of it on 
stilts, it will be following the precedent of 
the best authorities. 

In New York the principal transporta- 
tion systems connecting the various parts 
of the city are the subways. They now 
carry many more passengers daily than the 
elevated railways. New York, as far back 
as 1878, fathered the elevated rapid tran- 
sit in America. But New York prefers the 
modern gopher hole to its ancient stilts.

tate to her husband. According 
to young Grogan's complaint, his 
stepfather, Dr. Young, assigned 
this interest to Collings in behalf 
of the defendants in return for 
| Services the defendants were to 
render Young in his trial on a 
charge of w.arder. 

Dr. Young committed suicide in 
the County Jail August 27, 1925. 
while he was on trial. Young Gro- 
gan charged in his suit that Dr. 
Young strangled himself with a 
wire which had been caused to be 
ow to him by Attorney Coop- 
| Attorweys for Grogan asked that 
the defendants be adjudged to hold 
the assignment in Mrs. Lounges 
estate in trust for her son. The 
complaint Asserted that it would 
be contrary to public policy for 
the assignees of the man charged 
with the murder of Mra. Young to 
Participate in the distribution of 
her estate. 

The defendants had filed a mo-

De Novo Policy Approved 
and Enforced, He Says 


Case Expected to be Given to 
Court Tomorrow 


Testimony regarding the history 
of the “de novo” branch-banking 
rule wag given yesterday by Jona- 
than 8. Dodge, former State Ru- 
perintendent of Banks, at a hear- 
ing concerning the application of 
the Bank of Italy to the State 
Supreme Court for a writ of man- 
damus to compel Superintendent 
of Banks Johnson to iesue per- 
mits for two additional branches 
here. 

Johneon, a year ago, refused to 
issue such permits on the ground 
that public convenience and neces- 
sity did not require the branches 
sought. He based his action, it 
is said, on the “de novo” rule that 
a bank should not be permitted to 
have branches in other than its 
own city, except by acquiring «a 
bank in existence in the other 
community. Tue Bank of Italy 
Js a San Francisco concern. 


RULE APPROVED 


Dodge said he had promulgated 
the “de novo“ rule November 1%, 
1921. It had been approved by 
the legislative committee of the 
California Bankers’ Association, he 
said. It was based largely, he 
said, on the fear of banks in 
small communities of invasion by 
Hanks of large cities.
